








A “Worried” Chairman Vinson Asks SecDef For Full Report

HAIRMAN Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee says he is “worried” about the 


current internal “reorganization” of the 
Pentagon. He has asked Secretary of De- 
fense Robert S. McNamara for a full re- 
port on the situation. 

An avowed foe of over centralization 
in defense planning, the powerful House 
Chairman also has sent out informal 
intelligence feelers to determine the ex- 
tent to which military leaders and the 
Service Secretaries are being by-passed 


in the formulation of Pentagon policy. 

In an exclusive interview with THE 
JOURNAL, Chairman Vinson said he is 
“determined that the Secretaries of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force must not be 
forced out of the Defense Department 
chain of command.” 

Chairman Vinson said he is “alarmed’”’ 
by the rash of news stories underscoring 
purported cleavage between the military 
and civilian leaders of the Defense De- 
partment.

NCE upon a time there lived in a city 
a distinguished group of dedicated professional scholars. 
They worked hard and long at their assigned and self-appointed tasks. As the 
years went by, they survived rigorous selection procedures and were advanced 
in rank from instructor to professor.

$450 Million Quarters 
New Pay Package 


General Eisenhower Opposed 


UARTERS allowance increases pro- 
O posed by the Pentagon’s military 
pay task force would add almost $450 
million to Armed Forces paychecks. 

The estimated increase is almost 
three-fourths of the total military pay 
raise granted by Congress in the 1958 
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Defense leaders to keep the Chairmen 
of the House and Senate Armed Services 
Committees advised of policy changes. 
The House Chairman disclosed that he 
wrote to Secretary McNamara on 23 May 
outlining his concern and requesting de- 
tails about recent behind-the-scenes 
policy shifts at the Pentagon.

Vinson of the House Armed Services 


Committee has renewed his efforts to 
obtain more soldiers and better weapons 
for the Army. 

He said he is “strongly” urging a build- 
up of Army strength to 925,000 men. 

The House Chairman has disclosed 
that he wrote tc Secretary McNamara in 
mid-March to plead for additional Army 
funds. He told the Secretary that the 
Army share of the military budget has 
been “too little for too long” and added 
that he is hopeful the Pentagon will 
correct the “serious deficiency.” 

President Kennedy subsequently ap- 
proved an increase of 5,000 in Army 
strength and an additional $109 million 
for Army weapons, but Chairman Vinson 
said this can only be the “beginning” 
of the type of modernization required, 

The full text of Chairman Vinson’s 20 
March letter to Secretary McNamara is 
classified “Secret,” but it is no violation 
of security to report that the Chairman 
urged the Defense Chief to provide 
“meaningful improvement” in the ground 
forces by setting aside “additional funds 
for Army modernization.” 

Later, during House floor debate on 
the military procurement authorization 
bill, Chairman Vinson elaborated his 
“concern” about the Army and said he 
has made his views known not only to 
Secretary McNamara but to others at 
“high places in the Government.” 

He said the “whole matter is now 
under urgent study” and there is “reason 
to hope and believe that specific recom- 
mendations from the Executive Branch 
will be forthcoming in the relatively 
near future.” 

Chairman Vinson said he stands “for 
an Army of at least 925,000 and a greatly 
accelerated program of weapons modern- 
ization.” The added manpower and weap- 
ons costs would total between $950 mil- 
lion and $1 billion, he said.

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“Congressional guidance indicates that 
the Services must continue to depend 
upon local community support for at 
least 45-50% of their total housing re- 
quirement,” and that an even higher 
percentage of military families is “ac- 
tually” forced to obtain private quar- 
ters. 

“The present scarcity of on-base Gov- 
ernment quarters and the practical con- 
siderations which make increased con- 
struction unlikely,” the task force said, 
“result in substantial numbers of mili- 
tary families having to rely on cash 
allowances in lieu of public quarters. 


“While the present quarters allow- 
ance has generally been increased only 
14% since 1942, the nationwide Price 
Index for rent has risen 56.1% from 
1942 to 1959. A further increase of about 
37% in BAQ would have been required 
in order to obtain in December 1959 
the same standard of housing which 


was obtainable in 1942 with the BAQ 
then authorized.” 
The task force noted that the quar- 


ters allowance proposal is listed as “un- 
der study” but has actually “received 
the coordinated support of the military 
departments.”

“We have also taken reasonable pause 
in this matter because of our belief in 
the historic concept that officers are 
trained for and expected to assume, in- 
creasingly heavy responsibilities in vary- 
ing assignments and that present pro- 
motion systems afford those officers of 
demonstrated ability recurring oppor- 
tunities for advancement to higher rank 

“Our preliminary review of _ those 
billets for which we would authorize 
responsibility pay, were it to be im- 
plemented, indicated that these same 
billets are the ones to which the con- 
scientious forward-looking officer aspires 
in order to demonstrate his capabilities 
and qualifications for promotion.” 

During recent Senate Armed Services 
Committee hearings, Senator Stennis 
told Secretary McNamara (THE JOURNAL, 
20 May) that responsibility pay could 
be put into effect “on a trial basis.” 

Secretary McNamara said he proposes 
to address himself to the matter. He 
said: “I do not believe we are using up 
to the limits of our authority at the 
moment.”

Put A General In The Pool 


ESPITE appearances, some Pentagon colonels, Navy captains and GS-15 civil- 

ians are not “moonlighting” as taxi drivers. 

Taxicabs bearing valid parking permits have been reported in parking areas 
reserved for people in these ranks. 

A check of the Pentagon’s colonel echelon S-3 parking area on 19 May turned 
up a cab, parked without a valid parking permit. It was “Interstate Cab Service” 
taxicab number 117, with the District of Columbia plates “HD 801.” When first 
spotted at exactly 12 noon, the cab was parked in the seventh space, eastern row 
of Lane 2, near the Pentagon's Heliport. 

The taxi bore no official sticker, although the windshield bore the marks of 
a once-present Pentagon parking permit holder. Under normal circumstances, such 
an illegally parked auto would be ticketed within an hour by General Services 
Administration police who patrol the area. 

At 3:30 p.m. the same day the taxi was still there, unticketed though 
the owner were indeed a colonel. During the three and a half hour period, 
numerous tickets were given out in adjacent lanes The following Monday and 
Tuesday the same cab was seen in the same parking space—unticketed. On Wednes- 








as 


day, 24 May, the unticketed cab was moved to the eleventh space, east row of 
Lane 3, slightly closer to the Pentagon entrance. 
The “case of the colonel’s cab” prompted a further investigation into the 


workings of Pentagon parking practices. The results of the investigation can be 
summarized under two main heads: The Rules According to Hoyle; and How 
To Beat The Game. 

The investigation revealed how parking “leaks” occur at the Pentagon, how 
almost anyone down to the GS-4 level legally may obtain Mall and River Entrance 
parking—reserved for general officers and equivalent civilians—and how to “manip- 
ulate” parking stickers to get a choicer spot. 

PARKING ACCORDING TO HOYLE 
ENTAGON parking rules, as explained in the official regulations, are essentially 
very simple. The spaces are allotted according to rank or equivalent civilian 
grade, and sometimes according to need. 

Prime parking spaces at the Mall Entrance, River Entrance and GSR area 
in South Parking are reserved for general officers and GS-15 civilians and above. 
They are highly prized because of their proximity to the building’s entrances. 

Colonels and equivalent ranking civilians are issued S-3 stickers, which permit 
them to hunt for a space in the next best parking areas of South Parking. It is 
seldom more than one block’s walk from the farthest S-3 spaces to the Pentagon 
entrance. 

Army captains, majors and lieutenant colonels, other equivalent military mem- 
bers and civilians between the grades of GS-11 and GS-13, are authorized S-2 
spaces in South Parking and N-2 spaces in North Parking, which require a little 
more leg work to get to the office. 

For those in lower grades and some newcomers to the Nation’s biggest office 
building, WN spaces are reserved “way down the road” in North Parking. 

Permits for each of the parking areas are distributed yearly on the basis of

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the number of personnel in each rank in the Defense Department staff and each 
of the Services. 
The officials who execute this distribution are: Mr. Ronnie Dean for the De- 


fense Department; Col. Ralph Smith, Pentagon Commandant, for the Army; Mr. 
Sam Goode for the Navy; and Mr. Marvin J. Erlendson for the Air Force. 

Car pools are encouraged. When a car pool is employed, the parking 
used can be the one to which its highest ranking member is entitled. This 
a premium on including colonels and general officers among the passengers. 

Special arrangements for parking are made for disabled personnel, who 
be given any special parking spaces necessary. 

Distribution of the parking permits, once the initial allocations are made, is 
left to each of the Services, which are legally free to distribute them “according 
to Hoyle,” or make adjustments on occasion. Adjustments made for secretaries 
who must work extra-long night hours in sensitive offices, are generdily looked 
upon with favor. 

Other adjustments, such as allotting personnel spaces to which they are not

entitled by rank, are perfectly legal, but are frowned upon by senior parking 
officials. 

Once parking stickers are issued newcomers must obtain permits for their 
appropriate parking areas as vacancies occur. Until spaces are available, new-

HOW TO BEAT THE GAME 


HE following rules, legal and illegal, have been compiled from the “sharper” 


parking practices actually employed at the Pentagon and related to THE 
JOURNAL by senior parking officials: 
e Find a general officer or equivalent civilian who does not use a parking 


space. Ask him to sign you up in his mythical car pool. This will entitle you to 
legal parking in the Mall, River or GSR spaces. The same procedure may be used 
with colonels for other privileged spaces. This practice is frowned upon, but is 
entirely within the legal rules of “Pentagon Parksmanship.” 

e@ Steal a valid permit for the S-3 section of South Parking, The chances against 
discovery on any given day are about 100 to one, but if you get caught you will 
be fined $50 and be deprived of Pentagon parking privileges. Although permits are 
“lost or stolen” on an average of 15 a week, use of a stolen permit is not recom- 
mended for those who want to stay out of trouble.

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Retired Officers Will Permit “Up To Six” Directors From Non-Washington Areas 


HE Board of Directors of the Retired 

Officers Association has voted to pro- 
vide that “up to six” of its authorized 34 
directors will be elected from areas where 
there are “heavy concentrations” of 
members, 

The action was taken as the result of 
the report of an 11-man committee headed 
by Lt. Gen Homer L. Litzenberg, USMC- 
Ret. The committee was appointed by 
former President, Lt. Gen, Idwal H. 
Edwards, USAF-Ret., as the result of a 
resolution adopted at the November 15th 
Biennial Convention, reported exclusive- 
ly in the 3 Dec. issue of THE JOURNAL 
“to study the question of regional repre- 
sentation on the Board of Directors and 
to evolve a proposed plan for expansion 
in the present regional representation 
on said Board.” (Retired Activities, Page 
17) 

At the same time, the Association an- 
nounced the resignation of General 
Edwards as President, General Litzen- 
berg moved up from First Vice President 
to President.

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Is Pentagon Destroying Military Prestige? 


The present civilian administrators of the Department of Defense 
are fast reaching a critical point in their relationship with the Armed 
Services. The morale of the career officers of all the Services is in 
grave danger because of Pentagon failure to back up the military lead- 
ership against the demand of Senator Albert Gore (D-Tenn) that all 
members of the JCS be replaced by “new, wiser, and abler men,” and 
the continual, and not effectively denied, reports that short shrift is be- 
ing given to the advice of the military leaders. 

Deterioration in the relationship between the civilian and military 
chiefs has now become a matter of public as well as Service concern. 
The tendency of the Pentagon administrators to look over the heads of 
the military when they are reaching important decisions, formerly only 
a subject of discussion in military circles, has now become a topic of 
Congressional and nation-wide discussion. As revealed on the first page 
of this issue of THE JOURNAL, Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House Armed Services Committee, is ‘“alarmed’’ over the reports of the 
by-passing of military leaders and the Service Secretaries in policy 
matters. One has only to read the article, ‘“‘Top Brass Vs. ‘Whiz Kids’— 
The Crucial Conflict Over Pentagon Policy” as written by Pentagon re- 
porter Lloyd Norman in the current issue of Newsweek magazine to 
learn the unhappy situation as viewed by a long-time, skilled military 
observer. Recently, too, Mark S. Watson, Pulitzer prize winning Military 
Editor of the Baltimore Sun, deplored the down-grading of the Services 
in his article “Voice of Military Is Small in Crises,” which was reprinted 
in the 6 May issue of THE JOURNAL. 

There is a great and valuable pool of intellect and management 
skill in the present Pentagon civilian administration. But they must 
learn that military experience and training are indispensable to effi- 
cient and effective defense forces and that the advice of war-proven 
leaders must be sought and carefully weighed if sound conclusions are 
to be reached. They must learn, too, that morale is the most vital factor 
in military effectiveness and that it can not be maintained by down- 
grading the Service leadership in the eyes of Congress and the public. 

There is one bright spot in the picture—the selection of General 
Curtis E. LeMay to be Chief of Staff of the Air Force. All of the Serv- 
ices know General LeMay as an effective, efficient leader who will pull 
no punches to make and keep his forces combat-ready. They know also 
that while he is blunt, outspoken and uncompromising with his sub- 
ordinates, he will fight to the bitter end for their rights and welfare 
and to keep their morale high. 

We hope Secretary of Defense McNamara will take steps to assure 
the public and the Services of his faith in and regard for the men in 
uniform and his determination that their advice will be sought and 
carefully weighed in future military decisions. 


Cemeteries Overseas Dedicated For Memorial Day 


The second phase of the great task to which the late General of 
the Armies John J. Pershing devoted the later years of his life has 
been completed with the dedication of all the World War II overseas 
cemeteries. This work has been done by the American Battle Monuments 
Commission, created in 1923 with General Pershing as Chairman. Fol- 
lowing the death of General Pershing in 1948, General of the Army 
George C. Marshall succeeded him, until his death in 1959, when General 
Jacob L. Devers became Chairman, which post he still holds. 

The dignity and beauty of the settings of these cemeteries and their 
memorials form a great tribute to the brave dead enshrined there. As 
General Devers tells in his article on the next page of this issue, great 
love, care, and skill has gone into making these a fitting expression of 
the nation’s gratitude. U. S. visitors abroad will be proud of the work 
of their government and its American Battle Monuments Commission. 





A Salute To the Air Rescue Service On Its 15th Birthday 


MATS’ Air Rescue Service celebrates its fifteenth anniversary on 29 
May. A combat organization that saved the lives of 9,680 fighting men in 
Korea—996 of them from behind enemy lines— it also has a brilliant 
peacetime record during which it has found and rescued from certain death 
more than 8,088 persons, aided a confirmed total of more than 51,290 
and saved at least 80 aircraft from destruction. 

Not only has the Air Rescue Service been a boon to our own people 
but its world-wide activities have won friends in the many nations where 
it has performed life-saving work in disasters, such nations as the Nether- 
lands, England, Bolivia, Japan, Italy, Mexico, and Costa Rica. 

From its headquarters at Orlando, Fla., where it is currently com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. Joseph A. Cunningham, the Air Rescue Service has 
been given the responsibility for National Search and Rescue, coordinat- 
ing all such activity within the Unted States. In a few months the Service 
will include the Air Force wide local base rescue program in its organiza- 
tion, involving approximately 140 helicopters at 69 bases around the world,

® There is a bill pending in Congress 
to set up an Armed Forces Medical 
Academy to be located in the Washing- 
ton, D. C., area. This Academy is to be 
named “THE ARMED FORCES MED- 
ICAL, DENTAL AND ALLIED SCI- 
ENCE ACADEMY.” 

My contemporaries and I strongly 
support the urgent need for such a Med- 
ical Academy, in view of the great diffi- 
culty the various Military Services are 
now experiencing in securing physicians, 
dentists, nurses, and allied scientists. 
Also, there is an acute shortage of doc- 
tors and nurses in the United States. 

We believe that San Antonio, Tex., 
is the most logical and economical lo- 
cation for this Medical Academy, for 
the following reasons: 

1, Brooke Army Medical Center, con- 
sisting of the Army Medical Service 
School and Brooke General Hospital, 
where a splendid teaching and research 
program is in operation, is located at 
Ft. Sam Houston. 

2. The Aerospace Medical Center, 
with its School of Aviation Medicine, is 
situated at Brooks Field, where the un- 
used portion of about 1200 acres of land

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could be used for the Medical Academy 
without any additional land cost to the 
Government. 

3. The 1000-bed USAF Hospital, which 
is a teaching and research hospital, is 
located at Lackland Air Force Base in 
San Antonio. 

4. I have contacted most of the se 
nior retired Army and Air Force Med- 
ical Officers residing in San Antonio. 
They heartily endorse the establish- 
ment of the Medical Academy in San 
Antonio. Further, they strongly recom- 
mend that a Nursing School be included 
in the Bill. The majority of the Army 
and Air Force officers of the Medical 
Department, when retired, reside in San 
Antonio. These officers constitute a 
large reservoir of the best Medico-Mil- 
itary talent in the world. Their serv- 
ices, when needed, would be available 
to the Medical Academy. 

5. Action is now being taken to se- 
cure a branch of The University of 
Texas Medical School to be located in 
San Antonio, which will also be avail- 
able to render assistance in any way 
possible. 

In conclusion, we do not believe con- 
gested Washington, D. C., where land 
cost is astronomical, or any other area, 
offers better facilities, climate, economy 
in construction and operation, than San 
Antonio, 

Therefore, I sincerely trust you will 
lend your support to this worthy cause 
for the benefit of both the military and 
civilian population, who so urgently 
need more training facilities and addi- 
tional physicians, dentists, nurses, and 
allied scientists for our expanding pop- 
ulation. 

According to most economists, by the 
end of 1970 the United States will have 
an increase in population of approxi- 
mately 30,000,000, and San Antonio is 
supposed to reach the 1,000,000 popula- 
tion mark.

OT only on Memorial Day but

The Amer- 
ican Battle 
Monuments 
C om mission, 
established in 
1923, has ac- 
complished for 
our nation, be- 
reaved of thou- 
sands of her

It 
has constructed and maintained mili- 
tary cemeteries and memorials for 
Americans who fell on foreign soil, as 
well as one monument in New York 
and one in San Francisco for those 
who were lost enroute to foreign duty. 

To visit any one of these memorials 
—in the Philippines, in Europe, or in 
Africa—is to realize the extent of a 
nation’s gratitude and the depths of 
an individual’s emotion—for these 
realizations are portrayed and con- 
veyed by the memorials with steadfast, 
beautiful, dignified, mute eloquence. 

When the wife, parent, child, or com- 
rade of a man visits his resting place 
marked by the white marble cross on 
which is the symbol of his particular 
faith—in the midst of the best that 
American artistry, architecture and 
landscaping can effect—there cannot 
but be a deepening sense of peace, a 
nearer approach to reconciliation, a 
greater comfort, a quiet pride. 


WWI Memorial Chapels 


In the early days of its existence, 
after World War I, the Commission 
erected a memorial chapel in each of 
the eight military cemeteries already 
established in Europe by the War De- 
partment, at: 


Aisne-Marne, Belleau, France 
Brookwood, England 

Flander Field, Waregem, Belgium 
Meuse-Argonne, Romagne, France 
Oise-Aisne, Fére-en-Tardenois, France 
St. Mihiel, Thiaucourt, France 

Somme, Bony, France 

Suresnes, France

Eleven monuments were also erected 
at that time—eight on American bat- 
tlefields; one at Brest, France; one at 
Gibraltar, important in the operations 
of the United States Navy; and one in 
Tours, France, the city where the 
Headquarters of the Services of Sup- 
Ply of the American Expeditionary 
Forces was located. In those days of 
the Commission’s activity, it is inter- 
esting to recall that working as a 
member of the Commission’s staff was 
Maj. Dwight D, Eisenhower, USA. 

By the end of World II, several hun- 
dred temporary cemeteries had been 
established. With great care 14 sites 
in foreign countries were selected as 
permanent cemeteries, and all others 
were vacated. These fourteen are now 
under the jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sion. The locations, which reflect the 
Progress of military operations in 
World War II are:

14 American Architects 


In 1947 the Commission selected 14 
outstanding American architects, each 
to design one of the cemeteries, con- 
ceiving the graves plots and a monu- 
ment as complementary elements of 
an integral memorial to the services 
and sacrifices of the American armed 
forces who fought in the respective 
regions. With each architect an Amer- 
ican landscape architect, an American 
sculptor and an American muralist or 
painter ordinarily collaborated, The 
construction of the cemeteries and 
memorials, as well as most of the 
works of art, was effected by local con- 
tractors and artists under the supervi- 
sion of the Commission, which has 
offices in Paris, Rome, Manila, and 
Honolulu for that purpose. 

Although no two memorials are alike 
in design, each embodies three essen- 
tial elements: a small devotional 
chapel, a list of the Mission in that 
region, and maps of permanent ma- 
terials, with inscriptions in English 
and in the language of the country, 
to record the achievements of our 
soldiers, sailors, marines, and airmen. 





CAVALRY MEMORIAL 


A life-size statue of a Cavalry- 
man and his horse constructed as 
a memorial to the U. 8S. Cavalry 
will be unveiled at Ft. Riley, 
Kans., on 14 June at 2:30 p.m. 

The ceremony, filled with pag- 
eantry and color, will be the high- 
light of the Ft. Riley-Junction 
City observance of the Kansas 
Centennial Year, It will also be 
held in conjunction with the 
Army’s Birthday and the Organ- 
ization Day of the ist Infantry 
Division, now stationed at the 
Post. 

The statue, built by soldier 
sculptors and inspired by Fred- 
erick Remington’s painting, “The 
Cavalryman,” has been under con- 
struction for about one year as a 
joint Ft, Riley-Junction City proj- 
ect, 











These have been extremely well 
done. In no two cases is the method— 
or even the materials—the same; the 
maps may be of layered marbles, or 
in fresco, perhaps in bronze relief, or 
in ceramics, or engraved in stone. The 
number of maps varies according to 
the historical information to be pre- 
sented. The operations in the vicinity 
of the memorial itself are usually de- 
picted, together with other pertinent 
operations in the region—and an over- 
all map of the theater. In the Manila 
Memorial there are 25 maps recalling 
the achievements of American armed 
forces in the Pacific, in China, India, 
and in Burma. At Neuville in Belgium 
two of the maps depict operations of 
our forces while the third commemo- 
rates the Services of Supply in the 
European Theater; here, also, carved 
marble panels, with background gold- 
leafed, portray various activities of 
combat and supply troops; both maps 
and panels are brought into sharp re- 
lief by special direct lighting. All of 
the maps and inscriptions at each 
memorial have been submitted for ap- 
proval to the Historical Divisions of 
the Armed Services before being in- 
stalled at the memorials, 


“Key Maps” Aid Visitors 


Another feature of interest at each 
memorial is the two sets of “Key 
Maps”—“The War Against Germany” 
and “The War Against Japan.” Each 
set consists of three maps, each of 
which covers about one-third of the 
period of our participation in the war. 
By these Key Maps each major battle 
may be related to all others in time 
and space, Thus a visitor to a memorial 


in Europe can visually compare the 
events in Europe with those occurring 
simultaneously elsewhere in Europe or 
even in the Pacific, 

The 93,158 Dead who rest in these 
World War II cemeteries are approxi- 
mately 39% of those originally buried 
overseas, 61% having been returned 
home at the request of the next-of-kin. 
In addition, the names of 55,851 of the 
Missing are inscribed on the walls of 
the Memorials. These inscriptions me- 
morialize those whose remains were 
never recovered or identified, or were 
buried at sea. 

The memorials in New York and 
San Francisco commemorate those who 
lost their lives in the American coastal 
waters of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans. The names of 4,596 Missing are 
inscribed in the New York Memorial, 
and 412 at San Francisco. In Hawaii 
at the National Memorial Cemetery of 
the Pacific, which is under the juris- 
diction of the Memorial Division of 
the Quartermaster General’s office, the 
Commission is erecting a memorial 
which records the names of 18,091 
Missing of World War II and 8,187 
Missing in the Korean conflict. It will 
contain 15 maps depicting the war in 
the Pacific, together with appropriate 
inscriptions. 


All Headstones From Italy 


Each of the graves overseas in both 
World War I and Worlq War ITI ceme- 
teries is marked by a headstone of 
white marble—a Star of David for 
those of Jewish faith, a Latin cross 
for all others. The headstones for the 
14 World War II cemeteries were 
quarried and fabricated for the Com- 
mission in the Italian Tyrol, northwest 
of Venice, except about one-half of 
those in the Philippine cemetery, 
which came from the region of Car- 
rara in Western Italy, as did all of 
those of the World War I cemeteries. 
Each headstone bears the name of 
the deceased, his rank, service number, 
organization, date of death, and State 
or Territory from which he entered 
the military service. 

The first chairman of the American 
Battle Monuments Commission was 
General John J. Pershing. When Gen- 
eral Pershing died in 1948, General 
George C, Marshall was elected to 
succeed him and held the Chairman- 
ship until his death in 1959. The pres- 
ent membership of the Commission is:

The cemeteries are open from 8 a.m. 
to sundown; visitors are always wel- 





come, During the past year more than 
a million names were registered in the 
guest books which are kept in the 
comfortable and adequate guest-rest 
houses at each site. The Superintend- 
ents and Assistant Superintendents 
stationed at each cemetery are Amer- 
ican veterans. They furnish informa- 
tion, aid in locating graves and, in 
every way possible, provide assistance 
to visitors and especially to next-of-kin 
and to veterans. 


The American Battle .Monuments 
Commission is not responsible for con- 
struction, maintenance, operation, or 
information concerning cemeteries in 
the United States or its territories and 
possessions. 

Orders for flowers for all overseas 
cemeteries may be placed through any 
local florist who is a member of the 
“Florists Telegraph Delivery Associa- 
tion.” In addition to the name of the 
deceased, his rank, service number, 
the name of the cemetery, the nearest 
city, and the country in which it is 
located should be provided. 

Upon request, the Cammission will 
furnish, without charge, to the next- 
of-kin, an aerial colored lithograph of 
the appropriate cemetery and me- 
morial, and will endeavor to be of 
assistance in any way possible for it 
to do so. 

It is the earnest purpose of the Com- 
mission so to design these cemeteries 
and memorials that they shall be a 
perpetual and worthy tribute by our 
Nation to those who gave their lives 
in her service,

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THE LAW IS BEING BROKEN each time an 
Assistant Secretary of Defense or one of his 
Deputies gives an order to someone in the Serv- 
ices without written authority from Secretary 
of Defense McNamara and without going through 
a Service Secretary or his designee. This proce- 
dure is required by the Defense Reorganization 
Act of 1958 (see Page 1). 


THERE ARE RECURRING REPORTS—not 
officially denied—that civilian subordinates in 
Secretary McNamara’s office are studying a plan 
which would provide for an “internal reorgani- 
zation” at the Pentagon. The proposal would 
arm Assistant Secretaries, Deputy Assistant 
Secretaries, and other civilian officials with 
authority to deal directly with people in the 
Services. To expedite tasks, the plan would per- 
mit direct action, bypassing the Service Secre- 
taries and, the Service Chiefs, as might be nec- 
essary. Similarly, the proposal would permit 
direct contacts with members of the Joint Staff. 


IT IS NOT POSSIBLE to report details of the 
controversial study, or to assess its chances of 
final approval. This is because of Pentagon in- 
formation ground rules which stipulate that 
matters still in the discussion stage are to be 
withheld from newsmen. One conclusion is cer- 
tain: if efforts are made to implement the pro- 
posal, there will be loud protests from the Serv- 
ice Secretaries and even louder reverberations 
on Capitol Hill. 


THE MILITARY PAY TASK FORCE RE- 
PORT (see Page 1), although not classified, is 
being withheld from newsmen by the Defense 
Department for “policy” reasons. The revised 
Bolté Report, also unclassified, is in a similar 
status. The Reserve Forces Report was also 
still being withheld this week; it carries a “Top 
Secret” classification. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION 
has been holding its public fire concerning Pen- 
tagon secrecy on the Reserve Forces, but the 
politically powerful Association is telling its 
members that “this is a strange and unusual pe- 
riod in the history of the National Guard.” The 
Association says that “all efforts to find out 
what these studies cover or are to cover, what 
information has been or is sought or developed, 
thus far have bumped into a biank wall of 
silence.” The Association reports to its mem- 
bers: “Disturbing, too, is the growing domi- 
nance in military policy-making of the Budget 
Bureau, and of bsilliant scientific and fiscal ex- 
perts high in defense councils, versus the troop 
leaders who will have to execute decisions de- 
veloped by men who never have lived through 
the hard school of combat or command.” 


IT’S DIFFICULT TO UNDERSTAND why the 
Services could not come up with a solid recom- 
mendation to Secretary McNamara regarding 
the type of aircraft to be used for close support 
of Army forces (see Page 1). As it stands now, 
the Air Force has proposed the F-105. The Navy 
advocates the A4D. The Army, for whom the 
aircraft will be obtained, declines to state a 
preference, although the majority of the General 
Staff backs the A4D. So it will be up to Dr. 
Harold Brown, new DoD Director of R&E to 
make a recommendation to Secretary McNamara. 


THE NEW AIR FORCE VICE CofS, General 
Frederic H. Smith, jr., who will succeed CofS- 
designate General Curtis E. LeMay (The Journal 
13 May) has tri-Service loyalties. General Smith 
is the son of the late Maj. Gen. Smith, who com- 
manded the VII Corps of the Third Army in 
WWII. The new Vice CofS, who will leave his 
assignment as CinC of U. S. Air Forces Europe, 
was born at Ft. Monroe, Va., 30 June 1908 and 
was graduated from West Point in ’29. He is 
. married to the former Martha King, daughter 
of the late Fleet Admiral Ernest King. 
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GETTING IN HOT WATER is going to be 
costly at the Pentagon. New price lists in cafe- 
terias prescribe a 5 cent service charge for a 
container of hot water. The cost of rhubarb is 
also on the rise—from 7 to 10 cents in cafe- 
terias and from 10 to 15 cents in dining rooms. 


IF UNANIMITY IS NOT ACHIEVED on all 
future JCS position papers, it can be expected 
that the positions of the individual Chiefs will 
be hidden. Secretary McNamara has told Congress 
that when specific JCS members “are identified 
as having presented particular opinions” it 
“causes concern in the Department.” Asked 
about the JCS views on procurement of the Nike 
Zeus anti-missile-missile, Secretary McNamara 
told House Military Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee members he would like to give the pros and 
cons of the Zeus problem without “identifying 
the views of the particular parties at issue.” 


IN SUBSEQUENT TESTIMONY, General 
Thomas D. White, Air Force CofS, told the Com- 
mittee he thinks that “to embark on a very great 
Nike Zeus program would be a waste of money.” 
General White said it would cost “nearly $14 
billion” to complete the proposed program. 


SECRETARY MCNAMARA, in recent Senate 
hearings, deplored public discussion of the de- 
ficiencies of the Nike Zeus with the comment 
that “what we ought to be saying is that we have 
the most perfect anti-ICBM system that the 
human mind will ever devise.” During the House 
hearings, the Secretary was asked if he has no 
confidence in the “reliability” of the Zeus. “That 
is correct,” he said. He subsequently told the 
Committee, that “every effort has been and will 
continue to be made to expedite the development 
of Zeus in every way.” 


AN AIR STAFF REORGANIZATION shortly 
will be approved by Secretary of the Air Force 
Eugene M. Zuckert and Secretary of Defense 
McNamara. It follows the recent reorganization 
of the Air Research and Development Command 
to the Air Force Systems Command and the Air 
Materiel Command to the Air Force Logistics 
Command. In that shift, AFSC under Lt. Gen. 
Bernard A. Schriever assumed considerable re- 
sponsibilities previously under AFLC, headed by 
General Samuel E. Anderson. 


THE NEW AF CHANGES will see the Deputy 
CofS for Materiel, Lt. Gen. Mark E. Bradley, jr., 
redesignated as the Deputy CofS for Systems and 
Logistics. There will be an assistant deputy for 
each of these two tasks. The Deputy CofS, De- 
velopment, Lt. Gen. Roscoe C. Wilson, will be 
given a new title, possibly Deputy CofS for Re- 
search and Technology, or Research and Test. 
There will be no name changes for the other 4 
Deputy Chiefs of Staff. The Systems and Logis- 
tics office will assume many duties formerly 
under the Deputy for Development. An interest- 
ing switch: in the field, the AF Reorganization 
gives increased responsibilities to the R&D 
people in comparison with Logistics. At the Pen- 
tagon, it’s the opposite emphasis. 


AS AN ALTERNATIVE to the B-70, Secretary 
McNamara has told Congress the Pentagon is 
considering “a type of aircraft which might be 
thought of as a mobile launching platform for 
certain types of missiles.” He said it would be 
a “standoff launcher, if you will, that could be 
maintained in the air for long periods of time 
and which, therefore, did not run the risk of 
being destroyed on the ground, but which did 
not penetrate the airspace over the target in the 
way that the B-70 would have to penetrate, and 
which was not subject to the risk of air defense 
losses that the B-70 is subject to.” There are a 
number of Air Force officers, and those in other 
Services also, who are concerned that too much 
stress is being placed on the “standoff” require- 
ment. These officers say, in private conversations, 
that there is a tendency by some new Pentagon 
civilian planners to avoid the so-called “bloody 
nose” approach to military operations, 


SMALL CAR DRIVERS AT THE PENTA- 
GON are on the increase. New surveys show 
that 17% of the automobiles parked around the 
Pentagon are foreign made, 9% are U. S.-made 
compacts and the remainder are U. S. standard 
models. This summer, Pentagon officials hope 
to set aside special parking areas exclusively 
for the small cars. A plan to establish a park- 
ing permit office in the building’s main corridor 
to issue all parking permits for civilian and 
military personnel is also under study. Such an 
office would ensure that newly-arrived personnel 
get their correct parking assignment as soon as 
they report. Under the present system (see page 
6) some senior officers must wait months be- 
fore they receive a space in accordance with 
their rank. 


OVER 21,000 PARKING PERMITS ARE IN 
FORCE at the Pentagon, but there are only 
9,317 spaces available in parking areas. In figur- 
ing the number of spaces needed at any one 
time, parking officials have worked up formulas 
for the number of people who are ill, on TDY, 
leave or are elsewhere in the city on an aver- 
age day. The figures assume that about 30% of 
all personnel will be away at any one time. 


PRIME PENTAGON PARKING—equal or bet- 
ter than that reserved for generals and admirals 
—has been set aside at the building’s South Load- 
ing Ramp for GSA Public Building Service em- 
ployees. They have 61 spaces, drawn by lot each 
year, plus 20 additional spaces in North and 
South Parking. GSA owns the building. The De- 
fense Department rents its headquarters from 
GSA. 


DESK-BOUND MARINES WILL BE 
PLEASED at the easing of Physical Readiness 
Tests by Headquarters. In the 20-foot rope 
climb test, 30 seconds will be allowed for the 
ascent with no time limit called on the descent. 
Previously, the total was 30 seconds for the 
round trip. The Evacuation Test, in which a 
Marine runs 50 yards to pick up a casualty and 
return, has been altered to allow the casualty 
to assist in the pick-up. 


ALTHOUGH THE ARMY OFFICIALLY 
SAYS no date has been set for convening the 
brigadier general selection board, it is reliably 
reported that the board will convene 26 June 
for a duration of 14 days. Board members will 
include Lieutenant Generals Paul D. Adams and 
Robert J. Wood and Maj. Gen. August Schom- 
burg. 


NEW LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR of the 
Panama Canal Zone will be Col. Walter P. 
Leber, who has been Executive Officer to the 
Army Chief of Engineers. He will succeed 
Pentagon-bound Col. John D. McElheny late 
next month. 


RADM. JAMES W. BOUNDY is serving as 
Special Assistant to Secretary of the Navy John 
B. Connally, jr. RAdm. John W. Crumpacker 
succeeds Admiral Boundy as Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts and Paymaster 
General. Admiral Crumpacker has been Director, 
Material and Budget Division, Naval Opera- 
tions. 


THE ARMY’S HIGHEST RANKING AVIA- 
TOR, General Herbert B. Powell, CONARC 
CG, is not on flying status. Recent efforts to 
put him back in the cockpit—based on the fact 
that a first-hand knowledge of Army Aviation 
is necessary in his present billet—have failed 
to win approval of the Army Staff. 


MAJ. GEN. JAMES F. CANTWELL, New Jer- 
sey CofS, has been re-elected President of the 
Adjutants General Association of the United 
States. Other officers re-elected are Maj. Gen. 
Heber L. Edwards, North Dakota, Vice Presi- 
dent, and Maj. Gen. E. W. Heywood, Maine, 
Secretary and Treasurer. Elected to the execu- 
tive committee are Major Generals Ronald D.

For Jet Engines

An inexpensive method starting 


by engineers at North American Avia- 
tion’s Columbus, Ohio, Division, 

Pressurized air from the plant’s own 
system is used instead of mobile com- 
pressor units. 

Jets are started by compressed air 
forced into the engine to begin turning 
a turbine. Mobile compressor outfits 
vary in cost from $25,000 to $120,000. 
Their lifetime is limited, so the average 
cost per engine start is high. 

At North American, which produces 
the Navy Mach 2 A3J Vigilante attack 
bomber, many jet engine starts are 
made daily, both for laboratory tests 
and checkout flights. 

North American plant engineers de- 
signed a simple $4,509 starting unit with 
only three moving parts and an almost 
unlimited lifetime. It pipes pressurized 
air from the plant’s lines into the jet 


| engine turbine. 


A pilot or flight mechanic presses a 
switch in the aircraft’s cockpit which 
automatically opens a valve to allow 
the pressurized air to pass through a 
simple regulator into a flexible hose 
connected to the engine’s turbine sec- 
tion. 

Once the turbine rotates fast enough 
to start the engine, the pressurized air 
is shut off swiftly—within a half a sec- 
ond—and the hose disconnected from 
the plane. The entire start takes less 
than half a minute.
